Gypsy Moth Task Force Meets To 
Discuss Preferred Suppression Effort 


The Garrett County Gypsy 
Moth Task Force met Thurs- 
day, November 2, at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland Extension 
Office in Oakland. The task 
force was appointed by the 
County Commissioners to 
develop a county funded, cost- 
share program for the suppres- 
sion of the gypsy moth on 
private lands in Garrett County 

Jim Simms, Garrett County 
Extension Agent, reviewed with 
the task force US. Forest 
Service research on gypsy moth 
damage in Pennsylvania. The 
oak-hickory areas in that state 
that were defoliated one year 
showed a 21 percent loss of 
trees. Areas subjected to two 
consecutive defoliations showed 
a greater than 50 percent loss of 
standing timber 

Ernie Metz, county forester 
noted that there are approx) 
mately 218,000 acres of 
privately owned forest land in 
the county with oak being the 
dominant species. Since gypsy 
moth larvae prefer oak trees 
the moth represents a very real 
threat to our county forests and 
related industries 

The moth’s damage is not 
restricted to forested areas nor 
is its effect on the economic life 
of the county the only reason for 
developing a suppression 
program. Loss of wildlife 
habitat and loss of residential 
shade and ornamental trees are 
also considerations. In addition 
in residential areas residue 
from caterpillar feeding can 
permanently stain the siding of 
homes and finishes on auto 
mobiles. Hardwoods, par- 
ticularly oaks, are their 
favorite food. Other species of 
trees on which the caterpillars 
feed are apple, alder, bass 
wood, birch, poplar, willow and 
hawthorn. A heavy outbreak 
can strip an area in just a few 
short weeks, Metz said

The task force is recommend- 
ing an aerial spraying program 
with application of the 
insecticide Dimilin as the most 
effective and safe 
approach to gypsy moth 
suppression in the county 
Dimilin is an insect growth 
regulator that kills gypsy moth 
in the larvae or caterpillar 
stage only. It must be ingested 
and works by affecting the 
development of chitin in the 
larva’s outer skin so that the 
larva cannot molt properly. To 
be most effective the insecticide 
needs to be applied prior to full 
leaf expansion and while the 
caterpillar is in its first three 
growth stages. In Garrett 
County this would be about the 
last week in May 

Dimilin is a very target 
specific insecticide, having its 
strongest effect on the butter- 
fly/moth insect group. When 
gypsy moth caterpillars are in 
their early growth stages, they 
are upper canopy feeders 
When Dimilin is applied at the 
proper time, it is an upper 
canopy insecticide. Research 
indicates that lower canopy and 
ground insect populations are 
not noticeably diminished 
Dimilin affect

= The first observation we wish to make is to 
commend the Kitzmiller parents for their 
determination and drive in seeking what they 
believed to be in the best interest of their children 
‘Phese few people took on not only the local Board, 
tut also the Maryland State Board of Education, and 
even after several defeats, continued to fight. This 
proves that a few people can make a difference if 
they are willing to sacrifice and stick to their guns 
= The second point we want to make is to suggest 
tHat the Board of Education acted in a ridiculous 
manner, wasted thousands of dollars in lost time and 
legal fees, and created a lot of unnecessary stress on 
these Kitzmiller parents.

It's called tabloid 
television 

While my feminist heart secretly delights in the fact that the 
male counterpart of this couple is the one engaging in the fluff

Not since Marshall McLuhan's famed documentation of the 
use of subliminal seduction in the field of advertising (in the form 
of his book The Medium Is The Message) have we had as much 
cause to be appalled at the media's tactics to grab our attention at 
any cost.

History Of Hospice _ 


As part of the observance of National Hospice Month during 
November, this article was written by Jackie Snelson RN., 
M.S.N., former coordinator of Hospice of Garrett County and 
Cathy Chapman, R.N., current director of nursing for Hospice of 
Garrett County 

The major focus of medical science in the 20th century has 
been directed toward improving health and prolonging life 
Because of this force toward saving life, people in the health field 
failed to recognize the needs of persons who were dying and who 
had no hope of recovery. Dr. Cicely Saunders, at St Christopher's 
Hospice in England, recognized the suffering and isolation of the 
terminally ill and their families. She developed a program of care 
for the dying and made an effort to make hospice care known 
throughout the world 

As the concept of care for terminally ill became better known 
hospitals and communities in the United States began to develop 
their own programs. Although Garrett County 1s @ small 
community in population, the problems of the terminally ill are 
just as acute. Health professionals began to recognize that 
terminally ill are just as acute Health professionals began to 
recognize that terminally ill people and their families required 
more support than was presently available in the health care 
system. Dying people needed caring and compassionate people to 
talk to, who would not be judgmental and who understood what 
the terminally ill were experiencing. The dying needed to have 
their fears of pain and isolation relieved Most important, they 
needed to have an organized program upon which they ¢ ‘ould rely 

On January 6, 1982, a group of concerned community 
members met to discuss the formation of a hospice program in 
Garrett County. This group included representatives from many 
local agencies as well as local physicians The goal set by this 
group was the palliative management of terminal illness, 
ensuring that an individual's remaining time was as comfortable 
as possible and that the family remained a unit whether the 
patient was at home or in the hospital 

As the program developed, efforts were made to maintain the 
community involvement in the project People from all aspects of 
the community served on the hospice planning committee. Five 
individuals from the community comprised the original Board of 
Directors. Rev. Leininger served as chairman and Rev 
Manning Smith developed the volunteer education program. Dr 
Walter Naumann served as medical director, The Garrett ¢ ounty 
Health Department Home Health Agency provided the in-home 
nursing and aide services. The Garrett County Memorial Hospital 
offered special services to hospice patients including designating 
two private room beds as hospice beds 

It is through the combined efforts of many individuals that 
Hospice of Garrett County was formed. On February 1, 1983 the 
program was officially opened to offer care to terminally ill 
people in Garrett County. Nancy Trimble, RN, MSN, was the 
director and Sharon King was appointed coordinator of volunteer 
services 

Hospice continued under the direction of Nancy Trimble until 
July 1, 1985. By that time, Hospice of Garrett County had grown to 
the point that one person could not adequately fulfill all the 
responsibilities of director. The job was then divided into two 
positions Jackie Snelson assumed the role of nursing

This is especially important 
during the 1989 holiday season 
because, according to the US 
Department of Agriculture 
turkey prices won't be the 
bargain they were in the past 
few years 

‘Consumers expect to 
pay an average of 79 cents per 
pound for a whole hen turkey 
and $2 a pound for raw turkey 
breast products Dr 
Charles J. Wabeck, a Univer 
sity of Maryland Extension 
poultry and food products 
specialist at Princess Anne 
Such features as self-basting 
fresh versus frozen, and brand 
name will influence prices 

To the most for 
money, Dr. Wabeck suggests 
that you 

1. Examine the small end of 
the breast next to the legs. It 
should be well rounded rather 
than coming to a point. The 
meat should protrude above the 
breast bone 

2 Feel the legs through the 
package. They should bulge out 
so that you do not feel the bones 

3. Choose the right size turkey 
for your needs. Figure approxi 
mately a pound and a half per 
person if you expect to have 
leftovers for additional meals 

4. Brand names should be a 
minor consideration compared 
to the 
potential 

But selecting a turkey is only 
the first in preparing a 
successful and 
holiday dinner 

Proper storage, thawing and 
cooking are essential,” says Dr 
Mark A. Kantor, a nutrition 
specialist with the University of 
Maryland Cooperative Exten 
sion Service 

Kantor recommends thawing 
a frozen turkey in the refrigera 
tor, which takes to five 
days, depending on the size of 
the bird. 

If you're in a hurry, you can 
thaw your turkey in four to 12 
hours in a sink or container of 
cold water. Just place the 
turkey in its opened bag in the 
sink and cover it with water. If 
the bag is torn, place the bird in 
another plastic bag. Change the 
water 30 minutes to 
ensure but effective 
thawing 

You can also thaw a turkey in 
the microwave, provided it fits 
Follow the manufacturer's 
directions to determine the 
appropriate time and power 
level 

Never let your turkey sit out 
on a table or counter to thaw 
Harmful bacteria multiply 
rapidly at room temperature 
by the time the center of the 
turkey has thawed, the outer 
meat may be unsafe to eat 

Don't stuff your turkey until 
you're ready to cook it, and be 
sure to wash your hands before 
preparing the stuffing, Kantor 
advises. Because it takes longer 
for a stuffed turkey to cook, you 
may wish to cook your stuffing 
separately in @ greased 
covered casserole during the 
last hour the bird roasts 

Cook your turkey in an oven 
preheated to 325 F. The time 
needed ranges from 2‘«-3*« 
hours for an unstuffed 6- to 8-Ib 
bird, to 7-8" hours for a stuffed 
turkey weighing between 24 and 
2% pounds. Many brands come 
with built-in timers that pop up 
when the turkey is done, but you 
may wish to double-check with 
a good meat thermometer

Where does the Right To Life 
Movement go from here? There 
is only one way for it to go — up- 
wards as it has since the Roe 
Vs. Ward Decision in 1973. 

In 1973 in most states there 
were only a handful of people 
around state capitals seeking a 
political solution to abortion 
They united and set upon the 
tasks of immediately saving 
lives through state and federal 
legislation. They also set upon 
the task of producing the 
Human Life Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United 
States as the means of perma- 
nently outlawing abortion in the 
whole country 

Those early pioneers formed 
the National Right to Life Com- 
mittee with affiliates in every 
state. The state affiliates 
formed chapters in towns, cities 
and counties within their states. 
They did such a good job that 
today there are approximately 
3,000 chapters of the National 
Right to Life Committee. Con- 
comitantly, there are approxi- 
mately 3,000 crises pregnancy 
centers 

There are other national right 
to life organizations including 
the American Life Lobby head- 
quartered in Stafford, Va 

The National Right To Life 
Committee publishes a news- 
paper, the National Right To 
Life News, and the American 


Life Lobby publishes a maga- 


zine, All About Issues. 

The National Right To Life 
Committee has been operating 
for at least 17 years and the 
American Life Lobby has been

The extent to 
which this is happening is a new 
phenomenon which is bound to 
increase. The flight of former

Rep. George Edwards, Rep

Kelly, and Rep. Casper Taylor 
They listened as we explained 
that pro-choice does not mean 
pro-abortion. We explained that 
pro-choice advocates respect 
women to make educated 
choices about their reproduc- 
tive lives. We did not discuss 
morality or religious views be- 
cause each woman struggles 
with her own values and beliefs 
when forced to decide about a 
pregnancy. In America we hold 
that church and state remain 
separate. Each person and only 
each individual person can 
know what is right for them 
Very few people believe abor 
tion is wrong all of the time for 
any reason. Very few people be 
lieve abortion is right all of the 
time for any reason. Most of us 
fall in the category of believing 
that abortion is a necessary de- 
cision some of the time for some 
reasons. This means that a pro- 
choice position is a reasonable, 
conservative position for our 
legislators to hold when they 
look at Maryland's laws 

The pro-choice position does 
not force anyone's values on 
anyone else. Pro-choice is not at 
all pro-abortion. Pro-choice is 
pro-privacy, pro-respect and 
pro-life

Extension Service Gives lips On 


Preparing One's House kor Winter 


There's no doubt about it 
temperatures are falling, and 
there's even a hint of frost in the 
air. That means it's time to pull 
those out of 
mothballs and to prepare your 
house for winter 

Your heating system is a good 
place to start, according to Dr 
Lee Grant, an agricultural engi- 
neer with the University of 
Maryland Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service 

“Before the really cold 
weather gets here, make sure 
your heating system is function- 
ing properly,” he says. “If you 
have a furnace, have it checked 
for efficiency. Although this 
needs to be done by a profes- 
sional, it's worth the invest- 
ment.’ 

If you have a hot air system 
buy filters and change them 
regularly — Grant recommends 
doing so every month. This re- 
duces the amount of dust in the 
air, which may have a positive 
effect on your health. 

Once you know your heating 
system is ready to ward off 
winter's chill, you'll want to 
make sure you don’t lose any of 
that heat to the outside. This 
means paying special attention 
to windows and doors 

“Unnoticed gaps around 


wool sweaters 


windows and doors can be a 
major source of heat loss,” 
Grant notes 

Repair any broken or cracked 
windows and reglaze where 
necessary. Then check for infil- 
tration (air leakage) around the 
window frames by holding a 
lighted candle up near the 
windows on a windy day. (Just 
be careful not to set your cur 
tains or drapes on fire). If the 
flame moves, air is getting 
through or around the window

In general, accord- 
ing to Grant, the more expen- 
sive products tend to last 
longer, while the cheaper prod- 
ucts often dry out and crack ina 
year or two 

Whatever product you 
choose, learn how to apply it 
properly. Because most manu- 
facturers’ instructions assume 
an understanding of proper 
caulking techniques, Grant 
recommends boning up on the 
subject. Libraries, book stores, 
and building suppliers are good 
sources of information 

The largest investment 
you'll make when caulking or 
weather-stripping,”” he says, 
“is the time involved, so it pays 
to use a good product and apply 
it right the first time.’ 

Another way to prevent infil- 
tration and heat loss is to place 
draft stoppers on window sills 
and at the bottom of exterior 
doors. Or seal unused doors by 
taping a sheet of plastic over 
them 

Similarly, Grant 
mends shutting off 
rooms to conserve heat 

“A tremendous amount of 
heat can be saved by closing off 
rooms and turning off — or 
turning down the heat,” he 
says

To maximize heat saved by 
shutting off unused rooms, treat 
the doors like exterior en- 
trances, sealing up gaps with 
weather-stripping or doorstops 
If there’s no door, cover the 
entryway with a sheet of 
plastic, cardboard or plywood 

Protect water pipes in un- 
heated spaces from freezing 
weather with insulation or elec- 
tric heat tape, says Grant, who 
has prepared a publication 
called “Winterizing Plumbing” 
Fact Sheet 479), which is avail- 
able at county Extension 
offices. There are two kinds of 
plumbing insulations: foam 
tubes that fit around pipes and 
fiberglass wrap, which goes 
around valves, traps or pipes 
The instructions that accom- 
pany these products are easy to 
follow

It was the decision of the 
Administration along with the 
Board of Directors to proceed 
with the obtaining of these 
funds by holding a major fund- 
raising campaign during 
National Hospice Month’’ in 
November. An extensive public 
relations campaign is planned 
as well as special mailings to 
individuals, civic organizations 
and both 
counties now served by Hospice 
of Preston County. These mail 
ings explain the Medicare 
Fund-Raising Campaign 
how everyone can help Hospice 
provide more and better ser- 
vices to the terminally ill and 
their families 

Once Hospice begins provid- 
ding services under the Medi- 
care provisions there will be 
many changes. However, two 
areas of the loca¥tospice pro- 
gram that will not change are 
the volunteer and chaplains 
programs 

Specially trained Hospice 
volunteers will still go into the 
home and perform a variety of 
needed functions. Things such 
as transportation, meal prepa- 
ration allowing family 
members to go out, and most 
importantly being the friendly 
listener needed by both the 
patient and family 

The volunteer program of 
Hospice is considered to be, by 
many experts providing hospice 
care as well as those receiving 
hospice care, the most impor- 
tant aspect of the program. The 
federal government seems to 
agree on this point since Medi-

care regulations insist on an 
active volunteer program in 
order to qualify as a Medicare 
Provider Hospice 

The chaplain program will 
also continue as it has in the 
past. This spiritual component 
of the Hospice program is an 
important part of dealing with 
the person and the family and 
not just the illness. Working 
in conjunction with the patient 
and family’s own minister or 
making the appropriate re- 
ferral, the Hospice chaplain 
attempts to meet the spiritual 
needs of the terminally ill and 
their families 

The aspect of the local Hos- 
pice program that will see the 
greatest number of changes 
(and they are all positive 
changes) will be in what is 
called the ‘core services" pro- 
vided by Hospice. Core services 
include nursing care 
work services, durable medical 
equipment and prescription 
drugs, as well as in-hospital 
respite care 

The nursing services of Hos- 
pice will change in the fact that 
Hospice will be able to hire its 
own nursing staff. Up until now 
nursing services have been pro- 
vided on a 24 hr/day basis 
utilizing nurses from Preston 
County Home Health. Albert 
Gallatin Home Health and 
volunteer Hospice nurses. This 
has provided Hospice patients 
with some nursing care, but has 
been a systern that requires 
much time to coordinate. It has 
been a burden to find volunteer 
nurses to meet patient needs be- 
cause they already have full- 
time jobs 

Social Work services pro- 
vided by Hospice will also 
change. In the past, Hospice 
patients and families have been 
visited by the Hospice Social 
Worker twice a month. Under 
Medicare the time allotment by 
Social Services to patients will 
be increased. The Hospice 
Social Worker will under Medi- 
care provision have much more 
resources available to offer 
both patients and families 

Some of the resources that 
Hospice will have available for 
patients and families include 
durable medical equipment 
such things as hospital beds, 
wheelchairs, walkers, etc. In 
the past, if patients could not af- 
ford these items Hospice was 
unable to supply them unless 
someone had generously do- 
nated the article to the pro 
gram. Under Medicare, Hos-

Weekly Market Analysis: By Russel! & Hansen, University of 
Maryland 

The grain markets moved sideways to slightly weaker in 
anticipation of Thursday's grain production report. The report 
released after the close of the markets on Thursday estimated 
corn production at 7.59 billion bushels — the trade was expecting 
7.52 billion bushels. The report was viewed as slightly bearish by 
the trade. Estimated soybean production was increased from 
1.928 to 1.937 billion bushels and was viewed as neutral by floor 
traders. Wheat ending stocks were unchanged at 443 million 
bushels but Australia’s estimated wheat production was reduced 
for 13.8 to 12.5 million metric tons. Probabilities still favor a 
producer being able to cover storage and interest charges by 
selling their corn and soybeans in the spring. Currently 
premiums on deferred call options are cheaper than storing cash 
grain. Potential also exists for explosive upward movements in 
wheat prices as days stocks are the lowest of the decade 
However, wheat prices are heavily dependent on export demand 
which has been recently faltering. Producers may want to 
consider buying July wheat puts for protection in case export 
demand continues to falter 

Trend Is Down: I have now reviewed several completed 
forage analysis for crops grown here in the county. In most 
reports we have suffered a severe loss in the nutrient value of the 
hay crops. Also there is quite a variation in the corn silage. I 
would also suspect that grain corn will be down in energy content 
especially the corn that did not mature I strongly urge you to 
have all of your forages tested for nutrient values. Feeding the 
same ration as last year may not work. If you need help in 
balancing a feeding ration, give me a call 

Storage Of Corn: You should be checking your newly stored 
corn quite often for heating. A lot of corn was and still is being 
stored with a higher moisture content than desired If you find the 
corn is heating, it will be necessary to move air through the corn 
Some farmers are using the 4" plastic drainage pipe for moving 
air into the corn.

Sarah Hale was, she did leave her mark on 
American society in at least two ways. Ms Hale was 
a 19th century magazine editor who authored the 
well-known nursery rhyme, “Mary Had a Little 
Lamb.” She was also credited with persuading 
President Abe Lincoln to establish a national day of 
Thanksgiving. 


It was Ms. Hale's be’ 


lief that the nation should 


take a day each year to celebrate and give thanks for 
the many blessings bestowed upon us. Giving thanks 
should be a daily activity by each of us, but 
unfortunately most of us let many days go by 
without even thinking about it. When we do give 
thanks, it is usually for the “big” things, like our 
families, our homes, our jobs, and good health. 

In attempting to come up with a slightly 
different angle for this Thanksgiving editorial, this 
writer took about an hour to ponder lots of other 
things for which to give thanks, things that usually 


do not come to mind

MIDDLE EAST TRADE MISSION WILL STRE? 
TIES WITH THREE IMPORTANT COUNTRIES 
by Governor William Donald Schaefer 

By the time this column appears in your paper, I will already 
be somewhere in the Middle East. Once again I am leading a 
foreign mission overseas to promote Maryland and Maryland 
businesses 

We are going to Israel, Saudi Arabia and Egypt three 
countries that have great importance in the world and great 
potential in the economic future of Maryland. Our mission con- 
tinues and expands upon or efforts to keep Maryland out front in 
this age of global competition 

In the past, I have led trade missions to Europe, the Far East 
and Canada. On each trip we have learned a great deal and made 
some important contacts. As a result of each trip, we have 
brought new business to Maryland — more jobs and more state 
revenues. For example, our trade mission to Europe this summer 
returned with $21 million in new business and another $28 million 
in possible future business for Maryland 

But this time, the nature of our mission is different. In the 
past we were traveling in countries where we have well-estab- 
lished relationships that we could build on. People knew who we 
were 

In the Middle East, we will be breaking new ground. We will 
be establishing new relationships. We may not be able to show as 
much new business when we return from this trip, but we do want 
to return with a sense that we have made new friends in the 
Middle East. We know from our preparation for this mission that 
the best way to do business in this part of the world is through 
trust and familiarity 

We already have some business relations in each of the 
countries we will be visiting. But there are many more oppor 
tunities for trade and joint business ventures 

We recently signed agreements of mutual cooperation with 
both Israel and Riyadh, Saudi Arabia. And there are strong 
academic ties between Egypt and the University of Maryland 

Our first stop will be Tel Aviv, the capitol of Israel. We plan to 
meet with Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, Vice Premier Shimon 
Peres, the Minister of Economy and Planning Yitzhak Moday and 
other Israeli officials 

We want to talk about cooperative research and development 
of aquaculture — a source of food that is getting to be more in both 
Israel and in Maryland. And we want to talk to shipping company 
officials about increasing their use of the Port of Baltimore 

Next we will be in Egypt. I want to tell officials and business 
leaders there about economic development, transportation and 
agriculture in Maryland. One of the areas in Egypt I am 
particularly anxious to visit is Luxor. It's a great tourist center on 
the right bank of the Nile north of Cairo and is one of Baltimore's 
Sister Cities 

Our final stop on this trade mission will be in Saudi Arabia. | 
am very proud to be the first governor from the United States to 
ever be invited on an official state visit by a member of the Saudi 
Royal Family 

I was very impressed by the visit to Maryland this summer 
by a delegation led by His Royal Highness Prince Salman, the 
governor of Riyadh Province in Saudi Arabia and son of His 
Majesty King Abdul-Aziz. During that visit, we signed an agree- 
ment of mutual cooperation that marked the beginning of an 
important new relationship between Maryland and Saudi Arabia 

The state officials and private business people who will be 
part of our trade mission are eager to learn more about Saudi 
Arabia so we can begin to build upon the spirit of our agreement 
to cooperate. We want to learn how to do business in Saudi Arabia 
and to help them understand how we do business in Maryland 

As in the past, our trade mission to the Middle East includes a 
number of top state officials. Among them are Randall Evans 
Secretary of Economic and Employment Development; Wayne 
Cawley, Secretary of Agriculture; Richard Trainor, Secretary of 
Transporation; Lucy Maurer, the State Treasurer, and Dr 
William Kirwan, president of the University of Maryland at 
College Park 

A number of people from the private sector will also be part of 
the mission including Ed Hale, president of Hale Container Line; 
Mr. and Mrs. Brice Phillips of Phillips Seafood Restaurants, 
Elias Shomali, senior vice president of Signet Bank and Fabian 
Kolker, chairman of the board of Marviand Lumber Company 
and others 

The Middle East has always been a fascinating part of the 
world to me. I can remember even as a little boy learning in 
school about the Nile River and the Pyramids and the Great 
Sahara Desert. I am looking forward to this trip But I know that! 
won't be gone long before I begin thinking about the beautiful fall 
days of Maryland and what I'll be missing back home. Then I'll be 
restless to get home again and the longer I'm gone the more 
homesick I'll get 

Wa eenert to accomnlish a great deal on this trip. But I know 
from experience that the real work will come when we get home 
and start to follow up on the new friends we have made and the

One of the 
first things you notice about 
Evelyn is she loves people and 
wants to listen to you and share 
her experiences with you. She 
was born in Johnstown, Pa., 
and spent most of her life in and 
near Pittsburgh. She graduated 
from the University of Pitts- 
burgh, and taught school for 
many years and later tutored 
handicapped children or 
children who didn’t adjust well 
in a classroom atmosphere. In 1984 she graduated from the 
University of the South School of Theology This is where she was 
educated to talk with people and enjoy being w ith them, although. 
she feels she learned a lot of her qualities from her parents and 
actually visited older ladies when she was a young girl 

As I visited with Evelyn at her home at Truesdell Home for 
Senior Citizens she handed me several certificates she has 
received over the years as a volunteer. Among them she handed 
me a certificate from Garrett County Area Agency on Aging 
where she serves on the “Telephone Reassurance’ program This 
is a program where she calls older people living alone and talks to 
them by telephone. Locally she had received a letter from the 
Garrett County Commissioners recognizing her for her entry and 
participation in the Creative Writing Contest" for senior citizens 
sponsored by the “Mary land You Are Beautiful’’ program 

When I asked why she decided to become a Hospice volun 
teer, she told me, “For many years I was a hostess at St. Clair 
Hospital in Pittsburgh. There I would sit and talk with family 
members as they waited to get in to see the patients I tried to 
keep them relaxed and calm Later a friend of mine was on the 
Hospice program and | sat with her a lot I learned the more a 
patient talks about being terminally ill, the easier it is for them 

Evelyn lost her husband in 1964. He was setting up a mobile 
home in Garrett County and it fell on him. She lost her sister to 
cancer, She doesn’t dwell much on her own loss. She is positive 
and upbeat 

She loves to paint and travel. While taking our Hospice 
classes she had to delay a week's training because she was going 
on a cruise to the Bahamas with her granddaughter. She said 

‘They had a great time together In June she traveled to North 
Carolina. She is always ready to go. 

Evelyn starts each day with a 30 minute devotion and quiet 
time.

She loves Garrett County and keeps busy with family, friends 
and community events. Her daughter, Virginia Jeffery lives here 
with her husband, Dwight, and two children 

She granted this interview mostly to promote and praise

Holiday Fire Safety Reminders 


Issued By Fire Protection {ssoc. 


The winter holidays are & 
time for celebration — and that 
means more cooking, lots of 
parties and the risk of fire. The 
National Fire Protection 
Association (NFPA) issues the 
following reminders to con 
sumers cautioning them to be 
especially conscious of fire 
hazards during the holidays 

In recent years, over 600 fires 
per year have been started by 
ignition of Christmas trees 
Nearly all of these could have 
been prevented by taking a few 
firesafety precautions such as 
selecting the freshest tree you 
can find and keeping it watered 
constantly; using electrical 
lighting properly and placing 
your Christmas tree well away 
from heating equipment or 
flames; and removing your tree 
promptly after after the holi 
days and disposing of it 
appropriately. Christmas tree 
fires have caused an average of 
14 deaths, 68 injuries and $10.9 
million in direct property 
damage per year in recent 
years 

However, Christmas trees 
are not the only fire dangers 
found during the holidays — in 
fact, heating equipment is the 
number one cause of home fires 
in the U.S., making it the major 
fire concert inter months 
There are many holiday fire 
dangers to watch out for, and 
the NFPA recommends you 
follow these simple firesafety 
rules to help keep your family 
safe 
*Holiday Lighting — Take care 
when burning candles. Be sure 
they are kept well away from 


distance from your home, and 
make sure everyone knows to 
meet there after escaping the 
fire. Post emergency telephone 
numbers in a central location 
Teach young children how to 
call for emergency help. Once 
out of the fire, stay out — do not 
go back into a burning building 
for anything 

*Craw! low under smoke — If 
you must escape through a 
smoke-filled room, be sure to 
crawl on the floor beneath the 
smoke. The air is cleaner and 
cooler there 

*Stop, Drop and Roll — If your 
clothing catches on fire, stop, 
cover your face with your 
hands, drop to the floor and roll 
to extinguish the flames. Never 
run, the air will only feed the 
flames

One common warning sign

Bartholomew emphasizes 
that persons going into the 
woods should not become overly 
worried about ticks, but should 
take precautions and check for 
ticks every two or three hours. 

Some precautions to take 
include: keeping the lawn 
mowed and clear of long grass 
and debris; when going into the 
woods wear long pants tucked 
into socks and long sleeved 
shirts; light colored clothing 
makes it easier to check for 
ticks insect repellent 
especially on pants and shoes 
the first places ticks will craw! 
treat pets with flea and tick 
following directions 
carefully; and always check for 
ticks on a regular basis when 
outside 

While the disease is best 
treated when caught in the 
early stages, it is treatable. So 
by keeping a record of tick bites 
and watching for symptoms 
the disease is easily caught in 
the beginning

The nymphs are ready to feed 
in May and June.

Nymphs climb vegetation and 
attach to passing animals such 
as dogs, cats, horses, cattle, 
raccoons, opossums 
sometimes birds and humans, 
as well as mice. The nymphs 
are classically in the “white 
footed mouse habitat" where 
the larvae fed the previous late 
summer. This habitat is best 
described as woodlands 
brushy, low shrub woodland 
edge regions and grassy areas 
that border woodlands. This is 
also deer habitat 

The mice travel in trails of 
other rodents and nest almost 
anywhere they can find a 
sheltered depression. Seasonal 
nymphal tick activity coincides 
with human outdoor activity 
and the peak human infection 
symptoms occur in early July 

Ninety percent of the human 
Lyme disease cases are the 
result of nymphal tick feeding 
The nymphs usually molt into 
the adult stage in late summer 
or sometimes overwinter and 
molt in the spring. The adults 
are larger than the nymphs 
The body of the female is brick 
red with black legs and a black 
shield in the front. The male is 
entirely dark and smaller than 
the female. The adult feeding is 
preponderantly on deer which 
are unaffected by the disease 
The movement of deer 
providing female ticks with the 
final blood meal for developing 
eggs (an average of 2,500) 
governs the distribution pattern

2 (10-ounce) packages frozen spinach 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
3 tablespoons all-purpose flour 
1 cup milk 
% cup whipping cream

Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein said the 
Sales and Use Tax Division of 
his office is offering two new 
services to business taxpayers 

We have created a new Tax- 
payer Registration Assistance 
Center to provide personal ser- 
vice to those starting a business 
and have also expanded the 
kind of telephone service 
offered to help taxpayers,” he 
said. 

The personal attention now 
being provided to new busi- 
nesses in the Taxpayer Regis- 
tration Assistance Center in 
Baltimore is an expansion of the 
central registration process 

The comptroller noted that 
since 1985 the state has been 
offering one-stop service to tax- 
payers who are starting a busi- 
through the combinea 
registration application. “This 
one application is used to set up 
an income tax withholding 
account, a sales and use tax 
account, an unemployment in- 
surance account or an admis- 
and amusement tax 
account,"’ Goldstein said. The 
application also serves as an 
initial registration for alcohol 
and tobacco tax licenses and 
motor vehicle fuel tax accounts. 

There is always someone 
walking into the office either to 
pick up the forms or to seek help 
in filling out the combined 
registration application,” Gold- 
stein said. “That's why we are 
now providing a knowledgeable 
person on a regular basis to 
help taxpayers with their ques- 
tions or assist them in filling out 
the forms," he added 

At the new center taxpayers 
can get assistance in filling out 
the forms, get the right answers 
to their questions, get phone 
numbers or addresses to con- 
tact other necessary depart 
ments or agencies 

Since it opened in mid-No- 
vember, the new center has 
counseled dozens of new busi- 
people. Wile business 
people contacting the center are 
primarily interested in infor- 
mation on starting a new busi 
ness, there have also been ques- 
tions about the tax on purchase 
of medical equipment, food 
carryouts and out-of-state pur- 
chases 

State employees manning the 
new center are experienced 
field auditors who know the 
requirements of the law as well 
as the common tax problems 
facing new businesses 

The second new service 
we're offering is an expanded 
interactive telephone system 
available 24 hours a day, seven 
jays a week. During normal 
working hours it directs callers 
to the person who can best 
their specific 

Goldatein said 

This should save time for tax 
payers and eliminate the prob- 
lem of transferring calls from 
unit to unit.’

The Lexington audience and 
similar though smaller groups 
gathered at the 11 downlink 
locations heard reports from 
Southern States’ board chair 
man and its president, as well 
as a keynote speech by Jack ( 
Parnell, deputy secretary of the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture 

An open forum for members 
and dealers, a tradition at a 
Southern States annual meet- 
ing, was a highlight again, even 
in the videoconference format 
All 12 locations were inter-con- 
nected so everyone attending 
could hear both questions and 
answers from the co-op’s 
management staff 


Southern States members at- 
tending the co-op's annual 
meeting from the Accident area 
were Gary and Kate Fratz, Jim 
and Ruby Margroff, and Robert 
and Alice Bender 

Also attending the Nov. 15 
session were Harry and Linda 
Wolfe, managers of Bruceton 
Ag. Service- Fratz Division 

A total audience estimated at 
more than 2,000 was greeted via 
videotape by the governors of 
each of the six states involved 
as the meeting opened. Dr. C 
Oran Little, dean of the College 
of Agriculture at the University 
of Kentucky, added a welcome 
to the university in his com- 
ments about the state of agri- 
culture 

A new dollar volume record 
for Southern States of $828 mil- 
lion was reported by President 
and CEO Gene A. James. He al- 
so estimated that the persistent 
rains from February through 
the June 30 close of the fiscal 
year cost the cooperative $30 
million in additional sales 

James said that the sales in- 
crease was $80 million or 10.7 
percent over 1988. He placed net 
savings before taxes and other 
adjustments ‘somewhat below 
target” at $12.6 million 

“I was especially pleased to 

see improvement in most of our 
financial ratios,” said James 
‘Only through the staying 
power of a strong balance sheet 
can this cooperative meet its 
long-term commitment to 
farmer-members and capitalize 
on the potential for business 
expansion.” 

After reporting the specific 
volumes of various commodi- 
ties such as fertilizer and fuel 
supplied to farmers by Southern 
States, James pointed out that 

the good year" enabled the 
cooperative to pay more than $3 
million in patronage refunds to 
members. 

Dr. Marvin R. McClung of 
Morgantown, W.Va., Southern 
States’ board chairman, 
stressed level of service to 
members and other customers 
in his report to the co-op's stock 
holders 

Service is the main value we 
add to the products our patrons 
buy from us," said McClung, a 
three-term director. Service 
means different things in dif- 
ferent parts of the operating 
territory, he added, “but its 
value never diminishes." 

Noting that Southern States 
managed local co-ops and retail 
stores write alrnost 40,000 sales 
tickets on an average business 
day, McClung pointed out the 

opportunities for personal 
service.” 

The communities that South- 
ern States serves continue to 
change, observed McClung, 
adding that responding 
appropriately to this change is

There are very few products 
coming out right now. But by 
the year 2000, a major portion of 
crop-input production will 
somehow be derived from bio- 
technology.” 

Biotechnology revolves 
around understanding the 
genetic code the blueprint 
that contains the necessary 
information for protein produc- 
tion and life itself. While genetic 
engineering the transfer of 
specific genes (coding for spe 
cific proteins or products) from 
one organism to another is 
only one part of biotechnology 
it is the part that will contribute 
most to agricultural production. 
said Pieczarka 

In traditional plant breeding, 
genetic traits are exchanged 
within a species, he said. Using 
genetic engineering, scientists 
are able to take genes from 
unrelated species and put them 
into other cells. For example, 
New Zealand researchers have 
taken a chicken gene control- 
ling the production of a protein 
and put it into an alfalfa plant 
that lacks that specific protein 

Future genetic engineering 
products will include in-field 
diagnostic kits that can identify 
pests or disease by recognizing 
an organism's “genetic finger 
print,” much in the same way 
as DNA “fingerprinting” is now 
used in court cases 

Genetically engineered 
crobes hasten silage 
fermentation, control plant 
disease and pests, and even pre 
vent frost damage 

A bacterial frost inhibitor 
was tested in California three 
years ago,’ said Pieczarka 
And Bt, a common soil bac- 
terium, is in commercial use as 
an insect controller. This bac 
terium produces a crystal that 
is toxic to certain insects. But 
Bt grows only in soil, not in a 
plant. 

So scientists are now trans- 
ferring the gene controlling Bt's 
crystal producing ability into 
microbes that naturally grow in 
corn, thus providing built-in 
protection for the plant 

Biotechnology is also produc- 
ing seed that results in much 
higher yields. Improvements in 
seed technology have always 
improved yields much more 
than fertilizers or pesticides, he 
said. Biotechnology companies 
are now working on herbicide 
and pesticide-resistant plants, 
nitrogen-producing plants and 
even synthetic seeds 

By 19%, we'll probably have 
pesticide-resistant 
hybrids,” said Pieczarka. “In 
the next W years, we may 
develop wheat that can ‘fix’ its 
own nitrogen.’

Farm Bureau is strongly in 
favor of a bill introduced by 
Rep. Bill Clinger (R-Pa.}, H.R

federal crime to use 
refrigerated food trucks to 
backhaul! municipal solid waste 
or other garbage, or to use

Improved public understand-

The poll, conducted by Sandoz 
Crop Protection Corporation 
included agents from 43 states 
who attended the recent Na 
tional Association of County 
Agricultural Agents annual 
meeting in Somerset, New 
Jersey. Here are the findings 

*Most agents (88%,) said local 
residents had food safety con- 
cerns; 4% said the concern

The unofficial count for the 
first day of deer season, which 
began last Saturday, has shat 
tered the record set for all of 
deer season in 1988. Al 
Bourgeois, District Wildlife 
Manager, said that the unof- 
ficial count on harvest of deer 
has been set at 2,217 for the first 
day, whereas there were 925 
harvested on opening day last 
year, with a total of 1,574 for the 
entire season ra 

However, two changes in 
Maryland law affect the num- 
bers: doe season runs simul- 
taneously with buck season this 
year; and for the first time, 
hunters were able to purchase a 
second deer stamp to enable 
them to harvest two deer during 
the season. Tallies on the num 
ber of doe and buck harvested 
were not yet available

Garrett County Drug Awareness Week has been 
proclaimed by Governor Schaefer and the Garrett 
County Commissioners as & result of a combined 
effort by the Student Government Association of 
Garrett Community College and the newly- 
organized Garrett County Council on Drug Abuse 
We applaud the efforts of those involved in this 
project and are thankful that this particular aware- 
ness week includes more than just a proclamation 
signing and a photo in this newspaper. Activities and 
speakers have been scheduled for throughout the 
week at GCC, culminating in a public session Friday 
night (See details in front-page story) 

In our opinion, drug use in Garrett County is still 
at relatively low levels when compared to that in 
more urban areas. However, there is definitely some 
drug use here and to ignore it would be similar to 
ignoring just a little bit of cancer in one’s body. Our 
children are truly vulnerable and they all must pass 
through that difficult period of life known as adoles- 
cence, when peer pressure and not necessarily com- 
mon sense, good values, and sound parental 
guidance, rules their decision-making 

Increased law enforcement, the construction of 
more prisons, and stiffer sentencing for drug push- 
ers will all help. But education and awareness are 
the true keys to winning the war against drugs. 

Just saying “no” is not enough. Every one of our 
young people needs to know exactly what the various 
drugs can and will do to him, and that drug abuse is 
nothing but a no-win, one-way street of misery and 
death. 

To have adults simply tell them these facts is not 
often effective, because, as we just stated, young 
people usually tune adults out. Innovation must be 
employed to involve peer pressure in a positive way 
so that drug abuse becomes something that, in their 
own minds, is not a ‘‘cool’’ thing to do. 

As we have noted on several occasions before, 
the growth and development of Garrett County, 
which is currently at an all-time high, will have a 
positive impact on our economy; but unfortunately, 
it will also bring with it a variety of unwholesome 
elements into the county that were never here in 
large quantities before. We must be prepared and, 
more importantly, our children must be prepared 
for such an invasion. Education, understanding, and 
the building of young self-esteems are the keys.

Now we are discovering that it's never too early 
either. As recently reported in the newspapers, GCC has become 
host to fifth grade college students. Every fifth grade class in 
Garrett County is visiting the college for a full week. The new 
program is called College and Me. I thought you might want to 
know in greater detail why we have started this program and 
what our youngest college students are going to be learning 
during their week with us 

College and Me is # joint undertaking between the Garrett 
County Board of Education and GCC The program reflects goals 
that Dr. Jerry Ryscavage, superintendent of the Garrett County 
schools, and I share. We want to encourage and motivate every 
youngster to finish high school, and we want to make all 
youngsters fee! that college is within their reach 

Eighty percent of GCC's new students are first generation 
They are the first people in their immediate families to go to 
college. In families with parents who have attended college, 
children often assume that college is in their future They take a 
college education for granted. For first generation students, on 
the other hand, college represents a bigger step; it means enter- 
ing new and unfamiliar territory 

College and Me is an effort to give all youngsters an early 
exposure to college. GCC faculty and community experts have 
been selected to give students a very special learning experience 
Here are some samples of the experiences awaiting them 
Professor of History Beth Hurley shares her experiences on an 
archaeological dig in Israel; Director of Technology Jim Allen 
demonstrates how structures are built to support weight; 
Assistant Dean for Arts and Sciences Mike Logsdon uses a model 
of the Savage River to illustrate points in river science and 
safety; Director of the GCC Library Dana Shimrock leads 
youngsters on a library treasure hunt; Nancy Thompson 
stimulates students’ creativity while husband Dr. Ken Thompson, 
a local inventor, talks about the life of the inventor Dr. Nancy 
Priselac, Dean of College Development and Institutional! 
Research, guides students as they build a mathematics game 
board; and Richard Schick, plant manager at Bausch and Lomb, 
gives tips on how to build a better lemonade stand. Finally, 
compliments of Bausch and Lomb, each student receives a 
“College and Me" sweatshirt 

GCC is proud of its partnership with the Board of Education 
Working together as we do, we can make a difference in the 
futures of our children. We have high hopes that College and Me 
will help shape the way youngsters think about education, 
encouraging each to complete high school and continue on to a

The double-talk is nothing new. in 
a way it’s a good cop, bad cop rou 
tine. Schaefer nods approval without 
ever really saying so, and an under 
ling comes along and does the dirty 
job of undercutting the good works 
The governor looks great; the hatch 
cuman takes the rap. Schacfer likes 
his news sunny-side-up. It is a rule 


of the administration (and skillful 
public relations) that Schacfer issues 
only the good news and someone 
clse delivers the bad. 

Two years ago, for example, 
Schaefer took on the General As 
sembly in much the same way. He 
submitted a budget that was more 
that $70 million above the spending 
cap imposed by the legislature and 
defied lawmakers to cut the pro 
grams he considered urgent for his 
CONstituCnts 

No question about it. Schaefer is 
frustrated by the sudden shortage of 
funds that the legislature warned him 
would arrive. Next year marks the 
convergence of two awkward 
events—a tight money year and an 
election year. Depending upon who 
is doing the talking, in 1990 there 
will either be a $40 million surplus 
(the General Assembly) or a $74 
million deficit (the governor) 

It is the year when everyone wants 
to look good. A program here and a 
project there can go a long way to 
make legislators look good with the 
folks back home. And in the system 
of rewards and punishment, denial 
can also be an effective weapon 
against reluctant legislators 

And the advance word is that 
Compwtoller Louis L. Goldstein will 
probably find another $20 million or 
so when he delivers the Board of 
Revenue Estimates’ proyecuions on 
Dec. 14, hiking the total surplus to 
$60) million. And Goldstein always 
returns in March with even more of a 
surplus based on Christmas sales 
Sull, not much money im a suc 
where it costs $30 million a day just 
to run government 

For the first three years of the 
Schaefer administration, Maryland 
has been like a hog in clover. The 
state has had the artuficial support of 
surpluses as high as $400 million 
by dint of windfalls brought about 


by changes in the federal income tax 
laws. Some was returned to the tax 
payers, most was used to gild 
Schaefer's reputation as a big spend 
er 

The current budget is $10.9 bil 
lion: next year's will be well over 
$11 billion. The capital budget debt 
limit has been set at $330 million 
by State Treasurer Lucy Maurer, 
spending requests for bricks and 
mortar projects already top $400 
million 

High times appear to be over. Bud 
get director Charles Benton has 
warned that a tax increase might be 
necessary because of the moncy 
crunch. Personnel Secretary Hilda 
Ford has counseled that layoffs are 
on the menu. Lotlery revenues are 
down as are receipts from taxes on 
tobacco and booze. The transporta 
tion trust fund is about broke and is 
looking toward a hefty increase in 
the gasoline tax in 1991, perhaps as 
much as a dime. State employees 
have demonstrated on the State 
House steps for pay raises. 

To be sure, there probably will be 
an increase in state employees salar 
ies and an increase in welfare bene 
fits. And what has everyone upset 1s 
the high cost of locking up crimi 
nals when the money could be used 
for other needs. 

The cost of sustaining an inmate 
in a Maryland prison is anywhere 
from $15,000 to $25,000 a year, de 
pending upon just how bad a case he 
(or she) is. The cost of educating a 
student at Harvard is $23,000 a year 
Put another way, two students can 
attend the University of Maryland 
for the price of maintaining one prs 
oner 

Building a prison costs $46,000 a 
cell in a maximum or medium insti 
tution and $15,000 a bed (dormitory 
style) in a minimum security ar 
rangement 

Because of the exploding a 
tion in Maryland's prisons, the statc 
probably has no choice but to ex 
pand the system

TRADE MISSION TO MIDDLE EAST 
FINDS NEW MARKETS FOR MARYLAND 


By Governor William Donald Schaefer 


The first question people ask me whenever I get back from a 
foreign trade mission is, “Well, what did we get out of it?"’ That's 
okay. That's a fair question. But our recent trip to the Middle East 
was unlike any previous trade mission and maybe there's a better 
question: ‘What did we put into ar” 

By that I mean the real question should be what did we invest 
in the countries we visited — Israel, Egypt and Saudi Arabia — 
that will pay future dividends. 

The answer is simple. We invested our goodwill, our time with 
new friends and potential business associates, and our sincere 
effort to learn something about a part of the world that is different 
from Maryland 

Our investment has already paid off for some Maryland 
business people who traveled with us. For example, Fabian 
Kolker who runs Maryland Lumber discovered a huge unmet 
need for construction lumber in Egypt. He spent his time in Cairo 
negotiating a new contract with government and business 
officials. And in Saudi Arabia where there is a construction boom 
he met with builders to negotiate the sale of high quality lumber 

Ed Hale, who owns one of Baltimore's largest shipping 
companies, will soon finalize a contract with the Savoli National 
Shipping Company. Ed made his first contacts with the company 
during our trip and is already making plans to expand his 
services throughout the Middle East Incidentally, Ed is the new 
owner of the Baltimore Blast indoor soccer team and he has 
accepted a challenge to take the Blast to Saudi Arabia to play the 
Saudi national soccer team. This ‘‘soccer"’ diplomacy will attract 
worldwide attention not only for the Blast but for Maryland 

Another member of our economic mission was Tom Koch, 
president of the Maryland-based Curtis Engine Company. Tom 
met with government officials in Saudi Arabia and is preparing @ 
new contract to deliver his engines in the Middle East 

Three Maryland companies have already benefitted from the 
trip. But this is just the beginning, our investment will pay off 
down the road The Middle East is a tremendous market for 
Maryland's goods and services. But doing business there is very 
different than doing business in Europe or in Asia It is much 
more personal. Business leaders and government officials want 
to know personally the people they are dealing with. 

So we made the effort to meet them, get to know them, and let 
them get to know us. We reached out and said, “Hey, Maryland is 
interested in you.” It all went very well and I am extremely 
pleased with the reception we got in each of the three countries 

Our first stop was Israel where we were invited to meet with 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir and other high ievei isrecu 
officials. We plan to form a Maryland-Israel Trade Organization 
to encourage more trade and joint ventures. We also invited the 
Israelis to take part in the BioTech Conference being planned in 
Maryland in March.

Garrett County's seventh con- 
firmed case of rabies for 1989 
was reported this week by the 
Garrett County Health Depart- 
ment 

A raccoon which was killed 
near Gorman on November 27 
tested positive for the disease 
According to Rodney Glotfelty 
the animal was killed on the 
property of Don and Becky 
Moreland on the King Wildesen 
Road. It reportedly ventured 
onto the Morelands’ porch and 
attacked a two-month old 
puppy 

The puppy had not been vac 
cinated because of its age, and 
had to be destroyed. The More- 
land couple and one other per- 
son are undergoing post 
exposure treatment because 
they touched the puppy with 
their bare hands immediately 
following the attack 

Health department officials 
State that when a pet comes in 
contact with a suspected rabid 
animal, persons should refrain 
from handling it for at least two 
hours after the attack.

A new computer and tele 
communications network to be 
developed during the next three 
years aims to link rural health 
care providers throughout West 
Virginia and to give them ready

The West Virginia CONSULT 
network is being created with a 
three-year, $696,000 grant from 
the National Library of Medi- 
cine.

All doctors and most other 
health professionals are trained 
in medical centers whe the 
information resources avail 
able to them are extensive. But 
once they begin to practice in 
rural areas they find them- 
selves having to function with- 
out those resources. West Vir- 
ginia CONSULT will make 
available the medical infor- 
mation resources they need 
and already know how to use 
to give their patients the best 
possible care 

The network also will put 
them in touch with one another, 
transcending the geographic 
barriers that have always 
proved so frustrating for rural 
medical practitioners in West 
Virginia.” 

The anchor facility for the 
network will be the WVU Health 
Sciences Library, the state's 
only Regional Medical Library 
It invests nearly $1 million per 
year in its multi-level collection 
of almost 200,000 books, 
journals and audio-visual titles 

According to Linda Jackno- 
witz, project director for West 
Virginia CONSULT, data from 
a recent survey she conducted 
of small, rural West Virginia 
hospitals showed a $1,000 per 
year median level of spending 
for information resources. How- 
ever, some institutions didn’t 
budget any funds for library 
subscriptions and other acquisi- 
tions 

‘The survey showed that few 
small, rural hospitals in the 
state have organized libraries 
Instead, books and journals are 
often scattered throughout a 








hospite] and, because infor- 
mation has a short shelf life 
and is expensive, admin’s- 


trators and professionals are 
hesitant about investing their 


limited funds in these re- 
sources,” Jacknowitz said

% cup sugar 
3 cups honey 
1‘ pounds poppy seeds 
1 cup candied orange peel, diced 
2 cups walnuts, finely chopped 
Confectioners sugar 

In a 2-quart saucepan cook honey and sugar over 
moderate heat until sugar dissolves. Add poppy seeds 
and boil until mixture reached hard-crack stage 
(300°F ), about 30 minutes. Add orange peel and nuts 
and stir until mixture boils.

In a 2quart saucepan combine sugar, corn 
syrup, and water. Cook stirring, until sugar dissolves. 
Then cook to hard-ball state (260°F ). Pour syrup in a 
thin stream into the beaten egg whites, beating at 
medim speed until mixture begins to thicken. Add 
vanilla, candied fruit, and nuts. Then beat with a 
wooden spoon, lifting high to incorporate air until 
candy is very stiff. Pour into buttered square pan to 
cool. Cut into squares. Let dry until firm and wrap 
individually in waxed paper or store in a tightly 
covered tin 


BUTTERSCOTCH RUM FUDGE 

1 cup golden raisins 
\% cup light rum 
2 cups firmly packed brown sugar 
1 cup sugar 
‘2 cup butter or margarine 
1 cup evaporated milk 
1 (7-ounce) jar marshmallow cream 
1 (12-ounce) package butterscotch morsels 
‘2 cup chopped pecans 
‘2 cup chopped walnuts 
1 teaspoon rum extract 
% teaspoon vanilla extract 

Combine raisins and rum in a small bowl, cover 
and let stand 8 hours. Combine brown sugar and next 
3 ingredients in a 3quart saucepan, cook over 
medium heat, stirring constantly, to soft ball stage 
(238°). Remove from heat, stir in marshmallow 
cream and butterscotch morsels. Add raisin mixture, 
pecans, and remaining ingredients, stir well.

% cup butter or margarine, softened 
% cup firmly packed dark brown sugar 
3 eggs 
2% cups all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
% teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 (14-ounce) can sweetened condensed milk 
1 (28-ounce) jar commercial mincemeat 
2 cups chopped walnuts 

Cream butter, gradually add sugar, beating well 
at medium speed of an electric mixer. Add eggs, one 
at a time, beating after each addition. Combine flour, 
baking powder, soda, and salt, add to creamed 
mixture alternately with condensed milk, beginning 
and ending with flour mixture. Mix just until blended 
after each addition. Stir in mincemeat and walnuts. 
Spoon batter into paper-lined miniature (1%-inch) 
muffin pans, filling three-fourths full. Bake at 350° for 
20 minutes or until a wooden pick inserted in center 
comes out clean.

Knead dough on a floured 
surface for 5 minutes or until smooth and elastic. 
Return to bowl, grease top and cover with a damp 
towel. Let rise in a warm place until doubled in bulk, 
about 1 hour. Knead dough again briefly and cut into 3 
equal pieces. With hands, roll each piece into a 24-inch 
rope. Braid ropes, place on greased baking sheet and 
bring ends together to form a ring, sealing them well. 
Brush with beaten egg. Let stand in a warm place 
until doubled in bulk, about 40 to 45 minutes. Sprinkle 
lightly with sugar. Bake in preheated 350°F . oven for 
35 to 40 minutes or until richly browned. Cool 
thoroughly on baking sheet before slicing. 
Traditionally, this bread holds a circle of white 
candles and is used as a centerpiece. 


GUM DROP CAKE 

2 lb. spice gum drops 
1 Ib. white raisins (can use others, best with white) 
4% cups sifted flour 
1 teaspoon soda 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
\% teaspoon cloves 
\% teaspoon nutmeg 
1 cup shortening 
2 cups sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
2 eggs 
1 cup broken nuts 
1% cups unsweetened applesauce 
1 cup hot water 

Mix gum drops and raisins. Then mix dry 
ingredients. Take half the dry ingredients and mix 
with the gum drops and raisins and set aside. Cream 
the shortening and sugar until light and fluffy.

Byron Reflects 
On First Session 


Of LO 1st Congress 


The first session of the 10ist 
Congress came to a close last 
week and members completed 
their legislative business and 
returned to their home districts 
for the holidays. U.S. Represen- 
tative Beverly B. Byron sum- 
med up the session as ‘‘a diffi- 
cult, but ultimately productive 
year.” 

The Congresswoman noted 
that legislative business was 
slowed by major turnovers in 
the House leadership. ‘How- 
ever after the restructuring, we 
began to see results,"” Byron 
said. “The House enacted over 
154 public laws, and passed 
roughly 542 bills and resolutions 
in just over 14 days 

‘We have had a difficult road 
to travel this year, but I think 
we can be proud of our 
accomplishments so far,"’ Rep 
Byron said 

Among the highlights of the 
101st session were measures ad- 
dressing oil spill liability 
minimum wage, pension pro 
tection, and the repeal of the 
Medicare Catastrophic Cover 
age Act 

We also enacted measures 
to place a moratorium on off- 
shore oil and gas leasing, 
savings and loan financial re- 
covery measures, and ethics 
reform,"’ Byron noted 

The headlines have not al- 
ways emphasized the positive 
accomplishments of this ses- 
sion, but I think that when we 
look back objectively we can 
see that we have made great 
strides toward cleaning up the 
environment, the S&L. industry, 
and our own institution,” she 
concluded 


Many Taxpayers 
fre Forgetting To 
Dial Area Code 


Some 85,000 Marylanders re- 
cently received a letter about 
their 1986 or 1987 state tax 
liability, but dozens of them 
have been dialing the wrong 
telephone number when they're 
seeking additional information 

Forgetting to use the “301” 
area code has caused dozens of 
Marylanders to reach out and 
touch a private business in 
Virginia instead of the Mary- 
land Income Tax Division 

Those Maryland residents 
who received the letter should 
call 301 974-3051, 3053 or 3056 if 
they need additional infor- 
mation or assistance 

Individuals who are calling 
from within the state of Mary- 
land may also dial toll-free 
1-800-MD TAXES and ask for 
extension 3051, 3053 or 3056 
However, the toll-free number 
is not available for out-of-state 
callers. 

The survey letters were sent 
to Marylanders who filed 1986 
or 1967 federal income tax 
returns with Maryland 
addresses but did not file Mary- 
land returns. Not every tax- 
paper who receives the survey 
form was required to file a 
Maryland return, but providing 
the information requested on 
the form helps both the tax- 
paper and the income tax 
division determine if a Mary- 
land return should have been 
filed. This annual survey of non- 
filers is the result of matching 
computer tapes with I.R.S and 
just one of many high-tech 
approaches to catch 
delinquents 

Residents who received the 
letter are frequenily calling to 
say that their employer with- 
held taxes for Virginia or 
Washington, D.C. instead of 
Maryland. Those individuals 
will need to file for a refund 
from the other jurisdiction, file 
a correct Maryland return and 
be certain their employer is 
currently withholding Mary- 
land income tax 

Members of the armed forces 
who receive the survey letter 
are asking if they must file 

Maryland returns. Individuals 
in the military must file Mary 
land returns if Maryland is 
their home of record or if they 
or their spouse had non-military 
income from a Maryland 
source 

The survey letter is the initial 
notification giving the uicpayer 
the opportunity to provide infor 
mation. Taxpayers who ignore 
the letter will autornatically be 
assessed for delinquent tax. 
penalty and interest, based on 
the federal tax information pro- 

vided by I.R.S 

The civil penalty on unpaid 

Maryland income taxes is 3 

percent of the tax due and is 

imposed retroactively 

Criminal! penalties can result in 

up to $5,000 in fines and up to 
five years imprisonment

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Twelve Dogs Of 
Christmas On 


Holiday Patrol 


The Maryland State Police 
K4 Unit is getting ready to 
unleash the “Twelve Dogs of 
Christmas” on Maryland high- 
ways as part of a statewide 
holiday drug interdiction effort 
The specially trained drug dogs 
will participate in Operation 
S.N.LF., Special Narcotics 
Interdiction Focus, during the 
holiday season 

“These specially trained dogs 
will patrol the interstate high- 
way system and will assist 
troopers on traffic stops when- 
ever drug use or drug traf- 
ficking is suspected,” said 
Sergeant Donald Murphy, 
commander, MSP K-9 unit 

Appearing on the Maryland 
State Police Radio Program, a 
weekly public service radio 
broadcast, Sergeant Murphy 
said the release of the Twelve 
Dogs of Christmas is intended 
to enhance State Police efforts 
to identify and remove drug 
traffickers from the highway 

“The Maryland State Police 
drug interdiction effort has 
resulted in approximately 2,000 
drug arrests on Maryland high- 
ways so far this year,” Sgt 
Murphy stated. ‘These arrests 
have also led to the seizure of 
nearly a ton of marijuana, more 
than 15 pounds of cocaine and 
various quantities of other 
drugs including heroin,” added 
Sgt. Murphy 

The announcement of Opera- 
tion S.N.I.F. is timed to 
coincide with the kick-off of 
National Drunk and Drugged 
Driving Awareness Week here 
in Maryland. The annual 
observance, scheduled from 
December 10-16, is sponsored 
by the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration 
and supported by the Maryland 
Departments of Public Safety, 


Transportation, and Health and 
Menta! Hygiene 

Maryland State are 
warning motorists that enforce- 
ment of drunk driving laws will 
be aggressive; particularly 
during the holiday season 
Every trooper in Maryland will 
have access to portable breath 
testing equipment use 
during traffic stops where 
drunk driving is suspected 

Beginning January 1, 1990, a 
new law takes effect allowing 
police officers to immediately 
confiscate the license of a 
driver who either refuses to 
submit to a test or who submits 
and shows a blood alcohol 
content of .10 or more. A person 
whose license is confiscated will 
be given a temporary license by 
the police officer which is valid 
for a period of 45 days. The 
violator will have 10 days from 
the date the license was 
confiscated to request an ad- 
ministrative hearing on the 
license suspension 

Last year in Maryland, 24 
people were killed in alcohol 
related collisions. Nearly 2,700 
people were injured in collisions 
involving alcohol

Shore Drive. (See above map.) 

Within this circle, count 
organizers attempt to field as 
many competent birders as 
they can. These birders are 
grouped into “‘parties,"’ each 
with a section of the circle 
which it alone will search (or 
census). There is no upper limit 
on the number of participants 
taking part in the count 

All of the Christmas Bird 
Count information will be

Rural Population 
Still Increasing 


About 64,798,000 people, or 25 
percent of the U.S population 
lived in rural areas in 1988 while 
about 4,951,000 rural residents, 
two percent of the nation's total, 
lived on farms, according to a 
report released recently by the 
U.S. Commercial Department's 
Census Bureau and the US 
Department of Agriculture's 
Economic Research Service 

Rural areas include the open 
countryside and places with 
2,500 residents who are 

the suburbs of large 
cities, as defined in 1980. The 
farm population 
people living on farms in rural 
it does not include the 
relatively few farms in urban 
Farms are places that 
sold at $1,000 in agri 
cultural products during the 
preceding year 

The population 
faster in rural areas than in 
urban areas since 1986. How 
some of this growth will 
appear as urban growth in 1990 
as increased population will 
cause sore rural areas to be re- 
classified as urban in the 1990 
Census 

The 1988 farm population esti- 
mate does not differ much from 
the 1987 estimate. This lack of 
change may reflect a leveling 
off in the long-term decline in 
farm residents. But, more than 
year of stability would be 
needed to confirm this as a pat 
tern 

The largest share of the rural 
population (44 percent) lives in 
the south. Although the regional 
distribution of the rural popu 
lation changed only slightly in 
the last 40 years, the regional 
concentration of the farm popu- 
lation shifted markedly. In 1950, 
a third of all farm residents 
lived in the midwest, while 
slightly more than half lived in 
the south. A rapid decline in the 
southern farm population, 
rather than growth in the mid- 
west's farm population, 
reversed the regional rankings 
Half of the total farm popu 
lation now lives in the midwest 
and less than a third lives in the 
south. 

The farm population is older 
than the rest of the population 
a whole.

Boosted By Sludge 


Farmers in Mercer County 
W.Va., are boosting their crop 
yields and slashing their costs 

Despite last year's drought, 
corn growers achieved 
their normal yields while sav- 
ing $2,000 to $3,000 in fertilizer 
costs alone. What gave these 
farmers the edge over others in 
the county, whose yield dropped 
about 66 percent 

The answer is sludge, treated 
human waste taken from local 
wastewater treatment plants 
The county's farmers and 
public officials are cooperating 
with other to put this 
natural fertilizer to work 
responsibly and safely 

John Scott Jr., West Virginia 
University extension agent ir 
Merc is the match- 
maker for this new partnership 
Scott launched a voluntary 
regulation program for sludge

I did some research, and I 
found a lot of problems with the 
local methods,"’ Scott recalled 

He found that neither the 
treatment officials nor the 
farmers were following reason- 
able application and spreading 
rates. The potential for flies, 
stench and contamination of 
wells and streams was not be- 
ing addressed 

‘People were applying sludge 
on everything from garden to 
pastures. No one was being 
warned about the danger of 
applying too much or too 
often,’ Scott added 

He discovered a related prob- 
lem: treatment plants that 
were not giving farmers their 
sludge often were dumping it in 
any convenient place. With six 
sewage plants, some producing 
as much as 30 wet tons per day, 
the county facing a 
dilemma 

West Virginia has no restric- 
tions or guidelines on sludge 
handling and applications. So, 
Scott borrowed from the strict 
guidelines of neighboring Vir- 
ginia and Pennsylvania to set 
up a voluntary compliance 
system 

He drew on the expertise of 
various agencies, including the 
Extension Service, state 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources, the Mercer County 
Health Commission, and the six 
public service districts 

Not everyone was convinced 
that the program should even 
be developed,"’ the agent noted 

A few thought that if any 
voluntary rules were 
developed, strict regulations 
would follow 

Eventually, however, all 
agreed that existing sludge 
handling practices were not 
adequate; the county needed a 
systematic approach to land 
application of sludge 

The hallmark of the Mercer 
County program is the scientific 
determination of application 
rates based on soil test results. 
sludge analysis and crop use of 
nutrients. Before receiving 
sludge, the farmer must have 
each field checked by a soil 
scientist, extension agent and 
treatment plant representative 

We evaluate each site 
individually,"’ Scott explained 

We check the soil drainage 
and texture, the slope of the 
land, the topsoil depth and total 
soil depth. We see how close it is 
to streams, wells or ponds. To 
prevent odor complaints, we 
make sure i's 00 Wo close lo 
homes.” 

The agent also makes sure 
farmers understand the neces- 
sary precautions. “They must 
wait at least 30 days before 
grazing cattle on sludge-treated 
lands Sludge is not appropriate
